A happy Christmas can 
change in a few moments into 
ae family tragedy, warns 
Fire Chief Graham Mouck, in 
homes where fire Safety 
precautions are neglected. 
Such precautions should head 
the list of every sensible 
family’s preparations for 
Christmas, he Says, 

The Fire Chief urges the 
public to exercise special care 
in the setting up and decora- 
tion of Christmas trees, and 
draws attention to the follow- 
ing important points; 

If plans call for a natural 
tree it should be bought fresh 
and green, and kept outdoors 
or in an unheated garage 
before being brought into the 
home for decorating. Then, 
one or two inches should be cut 
diagonally from the butt, and 
the tiree should be set up with 
the butt in water which should 
be maintained above the level 
of the cut. 

Check strings of electric 
lights carefully for worn 
insulation, broken plugs or 
loose bulb sockets. Only CSA- 
approved lighting sets and 
only non-flammable decora- 
tions should be used. Declare 
the tree a no-smoking area 
and keep matches out of the 
hands of children. 

Do not allow discarded gift 
wrappings to accumulate un- 
der the tree. Dispose of them 
as soon as the gifts are 
opened. Even a green tree will 
burn if ignited by burning 
paper around the base.

Twenty years ago, on 
May 29, 1953, Sir Edmund 
Hillary and a Sherpa tribes- 
man from Nepal named 
Tenzing Norgay conquered 
the world’s tallest mountain-- 
the  20,028-foot Mount 
Everest, an achievement that 
earned Hillary knighthood 
from Queen Elizabeth II. 

Many climbers had tried 
to scale Mount Everest pre- 
viously, but avalanches, cre- 
vasses, and strong winds com- 
bined with extreme steep- 
ness and thin air to make 
it virtually insurmountable. 
Only six expeditions have 
reached the summit of Mount 
Everest since. 

But for Hillary, conquer- 
ing Everest was more than 
a singular achievement; it 
was a turning point in his 
life.

High Prices 
Possible In 74 


Soyabean and corn prices 
have started to climb again. 
At the same time, Eastern 
Ontario buyers are experienc- 
ing difficulties in obtaining 
adequate supplies of feed 
grains. The obvious question 
is: Will there be a shortage of 
feed grains and high protein 
feeds in 1974 resulting in 
astronomically high prices 
similar to those experienced 
earlier this year? 

AI. Stanton of the Business 
Management Section at 
Kemptville College of Agri- 
cultural Technology has the 
opinion that one factor pres- 
ently causing shortages and 
uspwing in feed prices in 
Eastern Ontario is the 35.1 per 
cent increase in farm cash 
income in Western Canada for 
the first nine months of 1973 
over the same period in 1972. 
Consequently, taxable in- 
comes will be considerably 
larger for the majority of 
these farmers. To prevent a 
further increase in their 1973 
taxable income, many grow- 
ers are withholding this year’s 
crops at least until the 1974 
fiscal year. 


Secondly, due to strikes by 
non-operating railway emp- 
loyees this past summer, the 


elevators are about 75 millio 

bushels behind schedule, with 
the result that grain stocks at 
the Lakehead are about 50 
per cent of what they should 
be. This has created difficult- 
ies for the Canadian Wheat 
Board in meeting its export 
commitments and has result- 
ed in a shortage oegrain 
supplies in Eastern Ontario. 
Future supplies may have to 
be railed in.This could raise 
the price as much as $5 per 
ton. 

Thirdly, the mechanics of 
the newly implemented feed 
grain pricing policy has caus- 
ed some confusion for the 
Eastern Ontario buyers which 
has also hampered the flow of 
grains from Western to East- 
ern Canada. 

However, the most signifi- 
cant factor affecting the 
present volatile feed price 
situation is the uncertainty of 
the exact 1973 feed grains and 
oilseeds production in the 
U.S.A. The U.S.D.A.’s Novem- 
ber 1 estimate of the 1973 feed 
grain production is placed 2 
percent lower than October 1 
estimates.

demand of feed grains are 
uncomfortably close to being 
equal, and a further reduction 
in supplies between now and 
next harvest could lead to a 
repeat of this year’s export 
embargoes and push prices 
sky high, Many growers may 
have the point of view that 
they have nothing to lose and 
probably a lot to gain if the 
U.S.A. feed grain and oilseed 
supplies are smaller than 
predicted.

What can the Eastern Onta- 
rio livestock farmer expect 
this winter? A. Stanton fore- 
sees feed prices will continue 
to rise at least into the new 
year. The critical factor as to 
whether prices continue to 
rise or start to fall after the 
new year will depend upon the 
U.S.A. grain and oilseed 
supplies.

In most snowmobile fatali- 
ties occurring on public roads 
at night, the driver crashes 
into a stationary object, usual- 
ly a parked car, 

The question is, WHY? 

Investigation very often re- 
veals that alcohol has been 
consumed before starting out. 
Many of the fatalities involved 
drivers who were too drunk to 


control their machines, or 
even to realize what they were 
doing. 


Alcohol affects the brain by 
decreasing its ability to take 
up oxygen. Reactions are 
slowed and the field of vision 
is reduced. Concentration be- 
comes difficult and the dri- 
ver’s attention is easily diver- 
ted by persons, places, or 
object along the way. He is 
often in a convivial mood and 
engages in animated conver- 
sation with others in his party, 

In other words, alcohol 
tends to make him lose some 
of that clearness of intellect 
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normally possess 

After one large drink of 
liquor, the driver requires 
about 15 per cent longer time 
to turn his machine, or apply 
his brakes in an emergency, 
His vision is not as sharp, and 
ordinary objects become 
darker and indistinct. Poorly 
lighted objects are lost en- 
tively. 

The driver needs all his 
faculties unimpaired, espec- 
ially at night, He has to use 
considerable balance and 
body action to safely control 
his machine which affords 
him little or no protection in a 
collision or turn over, A drink 
or two before he goes out on 
his snowmobile lessens his 
inhibitions, Stimulated by this 
false confidence, he may 
actually believe he is driving 
better, :

TREMENDOUS TRIFLES 


THE PLAYING CARD THAT 
LED TO THE DISCOVERY 
OF PRINTING 


Modern society's complex ways 
of work and play could hardly exist 
without the practice of printing in 
its various forms. Yet the begin- 
ning of this great industry may be 
found in a simple game of cards 
played by a man and his wife to 
pass an evening hour. 

Johannes Gutenberg, a lapidary, 
or gem-polisher of the fifteenth cen: 
tury was carrying on his trade in- . 
the city of Mainz, Germany. At 
that time few people could read. 
The art of printing was unknown 
and there were no books such as 
we see today. The few that were 
available were handwritten on vel- 
lum, usually by monks. The supply 
hardly met the demands of the 
monasteries and the few universi- 
ties then in existence. 

Gutenberg was a man of keen 
mind and much curiosity. While 
playing a card game of the day 
with his wife Anna one evening 
after work, he suddenly paused and 
gazed reflectively at the card he 
was holding. “What is wrong?” 
asked his wife. After a moment he 
explained that the idea had .oc- 
curred to him that he himself could 
cut these designs on wood blocks 
and impress sets of cards in his own 
shop. After several experiments he 
printed playing cards better than 
any previously seen. 

From the reproduction of play- 
ing cards and simple ’pictures, Gut- 
enberg’s enthusiasm soon led him 
to attempt to print an entire book 
from engraved blocks. He chose 
the “History of St. John the Evan- 
gelist.”” With the help of his wife 
and his apprentices the venture was 
successful, and after several months 
the world’s first printed books were 
ready for distribution. 

The famous Gutenberg bibles 
were printed between 1450 and 

1455, from movable type. By the 
end of the century thousands of 
books had been printed in the vari- 
ous countries of Europe and a new 
age of learning had begun. Yet the 
impetus for this vast and import- 
ant industry resulted from a gem- 
polisher’s curiosity over a playing 
card.

Quinte Web-Press 


Plans Expansion 


“What a difference a year 
makes’’ is a very popular 
phrase, but it is one of real 
significance to Quinte Web- 
Press, perhaps the fastest- 
growing industry in Hastings 
County. 


The company, a joint news- 
paper press venture between 
the Tweed News Publishing 
Company, Robert Hanna and 
Clyde Bell, proprietors; Eldon 
Kemp Enterprises and the 
Stirling News-Argus, was 
formed in April 1972, incorpor- 
ated under Ontario law in 
September, and turned out its 
first newspapers on December 
6, 1972, these being the Tweed 
and Stirling papers. If memo- 
ry serves correctly, the first 
day’s work ended about sup- 
per time with about 4,500 
papers printed. 


Last Wednesday, by 2 p.m., 
the press had produced 10,500 
papers, and the production for 
the day was completed, inclu- 
ding the Bancroft Times. In 
addition, on Tuesday, it had 
also produced issues of the 
Marmora Herald, Hastings 
Star, Norwood Register, and 
the new Brighton paper, all 
published by Donald Mullan, 
owner of the Marmora Herald. 
Aside from these papers, the 
press is also turning out a 
monthly church paper, and 
several other prospective cus- 
tomers have been contacted, 
with a view to being printed 
there in the next few months. 


Up to his neck in newspapers is Larry Jones, 
two-and-a-half-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Lynn Jones, 
Stirling, as he samples all the papers printed by Quinte 


Web-Press Ltd. of which his father is a director Paper at 


EXPANSION 

All this business, which has 
developed since May 1, has 
pushed the production capa- 
city of the facilities to the 
limit, and last week, the 
directors of the company 
voted to arrange for an 
expansion program, which 
will include obtaining another 
unit for the press, acquiring 
land and buildings adjacent to 
the Tweed News which will be 
converted to house the related 
equipment such as plate 
maker, sinks, chemical and 
ink storage, and a limited 
storage of newsprint which is 
now being stored in a nearby 
warehouse. 


The second press unit is now 
on order, and is scheduled to 
be shipped from Idaho to 
Tweed sometime early in 1974. 
The exact date will be 
contingent on the completion 
of a new installation at the 
location in Idaho. Hopefully, 
by some time in February at 
the latest, the press should be 
functioning as a double unit. 
This means: that unless any 


paper is more than eight 
pages, it will be all one 
section. 


The publishers of the papers 
using Quinte Web-Press facili- 
ties wish to thank their 
readers for being patient and 
not complaining too much 
about the two or three section 
papers. At the time the press 
was initially installed it was 
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felt-that this -inconvenience 
might be better than incurring 
a much bigger liability, with 
the unknown factor of future 
business involved. Now that 
the business has developed, 
and more is anticipated, then 
the additional investment in 
facilities can be justified. 
PERSONEL 
In addition to plant expan- 
sion, the company has also 
changed from a totally part- 
time operation, to the employ- 
ing of Eldon Kemp as general 
manager on a full time basis, 
and Jack Golden, former 
owner of the Marmora Herald, 
is now working two days a 
week at Tweed on the press. 
The past year has seen a 
steady improvement in pro- 
duction methods, to the point 
where all papers are being 
published at nearly the same 
time as before the company 
was established. From the 
time the finished pages reach 
Tweed, they must be photo- 
graphed, the negatives dried, 
obvious marks blotted out 
with a material called opaque, 
the pictures (already process- 
ed separately) fitted into the 
pages, and then plates made, 
chemically treated and fitted 
for the press before the actual 
printed page is turned out. 
All in all, the past twelve 
months have been busy and in 
some cases hectic for the 
principals concerned. The 
next twelve months will show 
how accurately the compan 
has forecast its needs.

One of my neighbours wants 
s to buy his wife an electric 
make-up applicator, manicure 
and massage kit, the latest bit 
of power gadgetry on the

But he’s got a problem. If he 
does get the new gadget, 
where will he plug it in? He 
has electric toothbrushes, his

Wisdom teeth, like tonsils,

A state auditor disallowed an

and forgot about it. 


But a young reporter who was 
having trouble digging up news 
heard about the potato episode and 
wrote it up, Other papers picked up 
the yarn, and Donahey was labelled 
“Honest Vic.” 


Following ull the publicity, Don- 
ahey ran for Governor of Ohio. 
“Honest Vic” won a whopping vic- 
tory. At the expiration of his first 
term, Donahey ran for re-election. 
The voters returned “Honest Vic” 
to office. 


Flushed with victory, Donahey 
decided to run for the Senate. His 
backers played the label of ‘“Hon- 
est Vic’ for all it was worth. Dona- 
hey was swept to Washington on a 
surging tide of votes. 

In the Senate, Donahey made a 
good record for himself, and the 
papers continued to call him “Hon- 
est Vic.” Finally Donahey retired 
from public life voluntarily. He had 
never lost an election. But without

TREMENDOUS TRIFLES 


THE CHRISTMAS EVE 

FROLIC THAT BECAME 

THE KU KLUX KLAN 

Because of its political and 
social significance, no semi-secret 
organization in the United States 
has been the subject of more 
controversy than the Ku Klux 
Klan. Did you know that the 
Klan was organized by six young 
men to enliven a drab Christmas 
Eve? This is the story of that 
seemingly unimportant first meet- 
ing in Tennessee. 


On the night of December 24, 
1865, six young men gathered 
together in Pulaski, Tennessee to 
gain what mutual’ solace they 
could on Christmas Eve. All six 
had served inthe Confederate 
forces. They had fought for the 
“lost cause.” Somehow they sur- 
vived the perils of battle, and had 
returned to their homes, or what 
was left of them. 

Poverty-stricken, their pre-war 
wealth vanished*and their homes 
demolished, there was little that 
would add to the cheer of a 
Christmas Eve. Throughout all 
the South the way of life and the 
property that had existed before 
the war was “gone with the 
wind.” The six ex-soldiers of the 
Confederacy determined to do 
something to brighten up the 
holiday. Anything to enliven a 
dreary Christmas Eve! 


Each of the six;young Tennes- 
seeans had managed to retain his 
horse. They procured somehow 
some bed sheets and flour sacks. 
Then they mounted’ their steeds, 
and went for a ride. It Was a 
welcome escapade and relief 
from the drab monotony and 
squalor that they saw on every 
side of them as an aftermath of 
the war! 

It was not long before the 
superstitious began circulating re- 
ports of mounted ghosts riding 
through the countryside. The 
idea of the “night riders” spread 
through the South like wildfire, 
and in 1867 the. first national 
conclave was held’ in Nashville. 
The chief office Was ‘given to the 
former Confederate General For- 
rest. Robert E. Lee approved of 
the organization, provided it be 
kept: pbrely “protective.” » For 
some years its original purposes 
were upheld. 

The Ku Klux Klan has con- 
tinued to be a theme of violent 
discussion and action up to the 
present. It started as a Christmas 
Eve escapade!

If you are a traditionalist 
who must have a “live” tree 
in your home during the 
Christmas holiday, you know 
how difficult it is to find one 
that matches the health and 
fullness of those you see in 
the drawings. Prices for 
“real” trees have been climb- 
ing steadily, too, just like 
everything else around. 

Here are some buying tips 
from the experts. 


First, decide where you 
will place the tree in your 
home. If its 
going to be in 
a corner, for fg f f ag 
instance, the $ 
walls will

spots. Be 
sure to check the height of 
the room, since trimming the 
top off a tree will alter its na- 
tural taper. Add some extra 
length for the stand. 


Check a tree’s freshness by 
running your hand down a 
branch with the grain of the 
needles.

Flex the limbs to see if 
they’re strong enough to sup- 
port your decorations and be 
careful of trees bearing a lot 
of moss, vines or other par- 
ticles. 


When you get your tree 
home, put it into water right 
away to keep it fresh before 
you bring it inside. Then 
keep your stand filled with 
water and lightly sprinkle the 
branches with water to help 
it retain its freshness for as 
long as possible.

UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


One of those seeming trifles, 
those inexplicable eccentricities of 
the human mind, determined the 
choice of the casket that rests in 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
This national shrine in Arlington 
Cemetery will again receive hom- 
age this Veterans Day. 


After World War I, four flag- 
draped caskets, all unnamed, were 
assembled at Chalons-Sur-Marne, 
France. Each contained the remains 
of an unidentified American sol- 
dier. From the four, one was to be 
selected to rest in Arlington Ceme- 
tery. One soldier had fallen on the 
battlefields of the Meuse-Argonne, 
one at Aisne-Marne, one at the 
Somme, and one at St. Mihiel. Suit- 
ably, the choice was delegated to 
an American enlisted man, Ser- 
geant Edward F. Younger of Chi- 
cago. The caskets, arrayed side by 
side, were exactly the same in ap- 
pearance. All possible identifying 
marks had been removed. Appar- 
ently there was nothing to indicate 
that one, more than another, would 
be chosen.

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A Simple Wish 

“And it came to pass in those days.....”” So begins 
the narration of the Christmas story in the second 
chapter of Luke, perhaps the ' most often used 
description of this great event. Itis recorded elsewhere 
in the Bible, but this particular account seems to be the 
most lucid account of the Greatest Story ever told. 

The human reason for the gathering in Bethlehem 
that year was that Caesar Augustus, the Roman 
governor, had decreed that there should be a special, 
tax collected, and for this each man had to return to his 
native habitat for enumeration and collection of the 
tax. Thus it was, that David’s descendent, Joseph, was 
in Bethlehem that night, with the expectant Mary, and 
before the dawn had come, a Savior had been born. 

When we reflect today on the simplicity of the first 
Christmas, and the events surrounding it, it often 
makes us wonder how we arrived at the annual 
commercialized process we have today. At that first 
manger-bed, only three gifts were presented, being 
from wise men who had travelled far in pursuit of their 
calling, to follow a special star they had seen. There 
were no elaborate preparations, such as know today. 
There was no recorded music, no colored paper, and no 
mountain of gifts from which to choose. 

Compared with the scene on the Judean hillside 
2000 years ago, our Christmas pageants, trying to 
emulate that historic night, are pale by comparison. 
Try as we can, we cannot bring to these efforts the true 
meaning, because we are trying to copy, while in the 
first instance, the reaction was meaningful and 
natural, because no one knew what to expect next. 

When we consider the trip made by Joseph and 
Mary, by donkey, and she but a few days from 
delivery, it seems insignificant with journeys we make 
today, covering in the same few hours they travelled, 
enough distance to take us across oceans, and perhaps 
round the world. 

The thing we need to ask today, is are all these 
things relative? 

_To the Christian, they certainly are. It is hard to 
believe this fact some times, when we see the mounds 
of gifts, the heaps of provisions and the numerous other 
decorations associated with the Christmas season. It 
too often seems that the true meaning of this season is 
lost in the plans for trips home, or entertaining the 
others at our home. Perhaps we are caught up in the 
business whirl, and have little time to reflect. Certainly 
there is every evidence to indicate that this festive 
season has been turned from the celebration of a birth 
to the steady ring of cash registers. 

There is, however, we feel, a growing concern 
about this trend, and while commercialism is not gone, 
it does seem to be rather stagnant, compared with 
years gone by. Any increase in volume can easily be 
accounted for by the increase of the population. 

There is, it seems, more people with whom 
conversations are held, that are happier planning a 
Christmas that is just for family celebration and 
relaxation. Christmas has always been a time for 
families. In today’s society especially, where moves 

and transfers often split families to remote parts of the 
land, Christmas reunions are taking on more and more 
significance. We feel there will be more trend to this 
style in years to come, as growing children come to 
eae that home is really not such a bad place after 
___ Eachof you will celebrate Christmas in a way that 
is peculiar to your own circumstance. The degree of 
religious dominance of proceedings will vary from 
totally being ignored to deep involvement. The degree 
of gift exchanging will vary from just handing each 
other a simple package to a nearly military-type 
operation in large families. This is the way it should be. 
Whatever your preference, we hope the day will be

The Metre Is Coming 


With the metric system of 
measurement scheduled for 
adoption in Canada some time 
in the near. future, the 
Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture has commenced a 
program aimed at preparing 
farmers for the changeover. 

To this end it has put out a 
pamphlet called The Metric 
System For Farmers, setting 
out conversion tables for 
changing feet into metres and 
miles into kilometre; acres 
into hectares, pounds into 
kilograms, and quarts into 


terms of metres and kilo- 
grams. 

However, once it is realized 
that a metre is equal to about 
3.5 feet, a hectare to about 2.5 
acres and a kilogram a little 
over two pounds, a good start 
will have been made. 

The pamphlet notes that 
since it was first adopted in 
France in the 18th century, the 
metric system has steadily 
gained acceptance as the 
international unit of measure- 
ment. Canada will be joining 
some 131 other countries 


It helps a bit, of course that 
the Canadian dollar is already 
based on the decimal system. 

Also, many foods, toile- 
teries, home care items, and 
other products are already 
weighed or measured in both 
the customary units of mea- 
surement and the approxi- 
mate metric unit equivalents. 

Soon all items purchased in 
the supermarkets will be 
packaged or weighed in the 
metric system. 

Already toothpaste, for in- 
stance, is put in tubes bearing 
only the metric figure.

Over 1400 years ago, the 
Council of Tours decreed that the 
celebration of Christmas should 
continue on for twelve days 
through Epiphany, which falls on 
January 6th. This day, also 
known as “The Feast of Lights,” 
is still observed by many 
churches. 

It became customary, through 
the centuries, for the reigning 
King of England to open Twelfth 
Night revels by throwing dice. In 
the 17th century, Charles II 
played for high stakes, winning 
150 pounds one year and losing 
100 pounds the next, both 
tremendous sums for that period. 

Festivities included choosing a 
King and Queen of the feast. 

« Slices of a plum cake containing a 
bean and a pea were served and 
the man who got the bean and the 
woman who got the pea were 
crowned King and Queen. With 
toasts to the royal pair, the party 
got into full swing. Revels wound 
up with final kisses under the 
mistletoe. Before sunrise, all the

down because of the prevailing 

superstition that a goblin would 
appear for each leaf that was not 
removed in time.

Of Nativity 


“And it came to pass, as the angels were gone away from the 
into heaven, the shepherds said one to See, let us Bot go is 
unto Bethlehem, and see this thing which is come to pass, which the 
Lord hath made known unto us.”’ : 

“And they came with haste, and found Mary, and Joseph and 
the babe lying in a manger.’’ Luke 2:15-16. 

As even little children know, the words of St. Luke tell the 
story of the Miracle in a manger. Shepherds watching in the fields, 
herald angels singing — these things Christians can picture today 
because of St. Luke, the physician who became Christ's disciple 

Traditionally, St. Luke did still more to preserve the spiritual 
treasurers of the Christmas story. He literally pictured the 
Madonna. . E 

According to this tradition, St. Luke was an iconographer as 
well as a physician, and as such he created the first image of the 
Madonna, a painting that became the guide for many icons in later 
centuries. 

As legend has it, St. Luke’s icon of the Madonna and his other 
paintings were the forerunners of the style of artistic expression 
known as Byzantine art. 

Oppressed and suppressed in some eras, Byzantine religious 
art has so original and distinctive a style that it returned again and 
again, to thrive throughout 12 centuries. Today, it is enjoying a 
rebirth, through the efforts of dedicated iconographers. 


SHOWING IMAGES 

Iconography is a system for representing Christian subjects by 
means of pictures or images. Originally, the term meant 
“portrayal,” and applied especially to panels portraying the figure 
of Christ, the Madonna, a saint or some scene from the Bible, 
according to the Grolier Book of Art. 

In the Greek Orothodox Church icon technically means a 
movable religious painting. However, iconography often referes, 
more broadly, to wall paintings and mosaics as well as portable 
icons. 

GOING ICONOCLASTIC 

The art of the Byzantine -- or Eastern Roman ~ empire first 
flourished under the rule of Justinian, in the sixth century A.D. 

But trouble loomed ahead. 

When Emperor Leo III came to power, he brought with him a 
deep hatred of all images, especially icons, say the editors of the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 

‘As an Iconoclast, hater of icons — Leo forbade the creation of 
religious figures and images, and the Iconoclastic Age began in 726. 

Paintings on church walls were whitewashed, ivories and 
mosaics removed, countless works of art destroyed. 


COMICS GET HELP 

When icons returned to favor in the 9th century, the 
Iconoclastic Age had been responsible for the loss of much religious 
art — but it had some benefits. 

Secular art gained by it, as artists of the monastic schools 
began to work under the patronage of the nobility. 

Even modern comic strips owe somethings to the Iconoclasts. 
The monastic artists who turned to secular work brought with them 
the Byzantine method of telling a story through a continuous series 
of drawings. 

SYMBOLISM RULES 

Surviving wars, crusades and conquests, Byzantine art 
flourished until the middle of the 15th Century. 

Over the years, Byzantine artists influenced others, but were 
rarely influenced by others. Though the early Renaissance brought 
realism, the colorful, decorative and formal qualities of the 
Byzantine style remained virtually unchanged. 

In Byzantine art, highly stylized figures appear, with little or 
no three-dimensional effect. Gold backgrounds suggest almost no 
sense of space. 

Familiar scenes such as the Nativity show painted figures that 
are allegorical, mystical, symbolic -- but never realistic in color or 
form. 

For believers of the Greek Orthodox faith and other eastern 
churchs, the symbolic nature of Byzantine art has a deep religious 
significance.

The word “cattle” originally 
meant “‘possessions’’ in Hebrew 
and included flocks of sheep, 
goats and other herded animals. 
A FAMILY FAVORITE 
THE DONKEY 

The donkey, or ass, was the 
most valuable animal to the 
biblical family, and also the must 
economical, since he ate oniy 4 
quarter as much barley as a 
horse. The most menial of 
animals, he was famous for his 
stamina and sure-footedness. 
Humble as his status was, he 
would bear the cameleer on his 
back, and lead the long, stately 
strings of camels across the 
desert. 

Even poor families, like Jos- 
eph’s of Nazareth, could afford 
one donkey, which they trimmed 
with blue beads and red wool to 
show their pride or ownership. 
This simple beast was their mode 
of transport into Bethlehem and 
later for the Flight into Egypt. 


THE BIBLE GIVES SHEEP 
DEEP SIGNIFICANCE 

Authorities disagree as to what 
kind of sheep existed at the time 

of Christ. Three varieties exist in 
Syria and Palestine today sprung 
from the three wild sheep groups 
still found in Asia. 

(1) The Asiatic mouffler, 
depicted on Sumerian vases from 
early Babylonia, suposed to have 
been domesticated around 3,000 
B.C. 

(2) The Egyptian, long-tailed 
sheep are related to an ancient 
breed grown in the Ural mount- 
ains, long considered the bound- 
ary line which separates Asia 
from Europe. 

(3) The large, broad-tailed, 
curly-horned, creamy, deep- 
wooled sheep, that appear in so 
many biblical illustrations, came 
from Kurdistan at the head of the 
Tigris-Euphrates valley, which 
was the cradle of biblical 
civilization. 

Wild grapes, wild wheat, wild 
asses and wild sheep grow in 
these Mesopotamian highlands 
today. People can still live here, 
near Mt. Ararat with almost no 
effort and some theologians feel 
that the site of The Garden of 
Eden may well have been located 
in this area. 

In Bible times, every Palestin- 
ian family bought two lambs at 
Passover time. They killed one to 
eat at the feast celebrating their 
safe exodus from Egyptian 
bondage. The other, they kept as 
a pet for their children and as a 
future source of wool for their 
looms and food for their table. 
The lamb slept with the children, 
ate juicy grasses from their 
hands and drank from their cup. 
When the animal became full 
grown, they killed it and put down 
its meat for the winter, storing it 
in the sweet fat from its tail. The 
tail, which sometimes weighed as 
much as thirty pounds, was a real 
burden to the animal. 

The purity, meekness and 
loyalty of the sheep for its 
shepherd inspired writers to 
refer to Jesus as “The Lamb of 
God.”’ 

The shepherds found compen- 
sation for their loneliness in this 
loyal love from their sheep and in 
the peace and beauty of the 
Pasioral surroundings, wuuse 
revolving seasons they knew 
intimately, and in the music of 
their homemade pipes, to which 
they sometimes trained their 
frisky goats to dance. 


GOATS ALSO ON THE 
DOMESTIC SCENE 

Practically every family in 
bible umes owned at least one 
goat. A family could get almost 
their whole livelihood from the 
products of a goat. From goal 
hair, tent and garment cloth 
curtains ana pillows were made 
( Samuel 19:13). Water bags, a

Spanish Christmas Customs Have a Realm of 


Enchantment Found Only in Iberia 


In Spain, song and dance 
dominate all the Yuletide cele- 
brations, which begin on Christ- 
mas Eve, called ‘‘Noche Buena’’ 
or “The Good Night.” The birth 
of the Christ Child is heralded ina 
gay and festive manner by 
crowds of young people singing 
and dancing in the streets to the 
accompaniment of tambourines, 
guitars, gourd rattles and casta- 
nets. 

During midnight church serv- 
ices, tambourines and guitars 
blend with the organ music and 
the spirited voices of the congre- 
gation. 

Christmas Day is devoted to 
family reunions. There is much 
feasting on such delicacies as 
almond soup, truffled turkey with 
chestnuts or roast turkey with 
apples and raisin stuffing. The 
traditional Christmas sweeet is 
turron, a nougat of almond 
candy. 

After diner, the family gathers 
around the Nacimento, or Nativi- 
ty scene, which has been lighted 
with candles, to sing lively 
Spanish carols, most of which 
date back hundreds of years. 
Spirits are further whipped up by 
the noise of the “pandereta’’ 
(tambourine) and the ‘‘zambom- 
ba,” a drumlike instrument with 
a reed stuck through the skin 
which, after being moistened, is 
moved up and down producing a 
deep monotonous sound. The 
children join in enthusiastically, 
singing and dancing around the 
Nacimento. 

The Nacimentos have an indiv- 
idual Spanish look. A typical 
Spanish bull and a gray donkey 
occupy stalls near the Babe of 
Bethlehem. The procession of the 
three Wise Men and their retinue 
bearing gifts are all represented. 
There is always a little stream or 
river, made of silver paper or 
real water, to show where women 
kneel and do the family laundry, 
a typical Spanish scene. Besides 
the innkeeper and many animals, 
there are sometimes figures of 
famous bullfighters and politic- 
ians. 

According to Spanish folklore, 
the Wise Men traveled through 
Spain enroute to the stable at 


Bethlehem. They play a leading

differ from the ram’s and his 
odor is stronger. 

Frisky goats were compared 
to wicked people, and obedient 
sheep to gentle folk. From this we 
get Christ’s parable of the final 
distinction between good and 
evil: “‘He shall separate them one 
from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the 
goats.’’ (Matthew 25:32.) 

People would choose a goat 
from the flock by drawing lots, 
then turn it loose in the 
wilderness to die, because they 
believed they could impose their 
sins and misdeeds on the goat and 
its death would redeem them. 
This goat was called a “scape- 
goat.” 

CAMELS ARE MOST PICTUR— 
ESQUE OF BIBLE ANIMALS 


Camels and Christmas seem to 
go together. The Three Wise Men 
used camels in their stately 
journey to Bethlehem to the 
scene of the Nativity. They have 
a rather regal bearing that has 
become an integral part of the 
Christmas picture. y 

The camel sees objects at great 
distances and scents water long 
before the driver spots an oasis. 
A great asset in desert travel is 
its ‘“‘extra stomach’’ and a 
storage bin in the hump which 
enables it to travel long distances 
without food or water. The camel 
is also known for its snarly 
temper and foul breath. 

The camel’s gestation period 
lasts a year, and produces only 
one offspring at a time. The baby 
camel stands three feet high at 
eight days. It suckles its mother’s 
milk for a year. 

Many valuable products come 
from the camel. its hair is clipped 
in the summer and woven into the 
finest warm garments. Its hide is 
used for bags and shoes. Its 
manure is used for fuel cakes. 
For food, it supplies milk.

Climax of the festivities is the 
annual “‘cabalgata,”” a colorful 
parade which marches through 
the center of town with floats 
depicting the birth of Christ, the 
Magi, shepherds and related 
personages. 


Kissing Under Mistletoe 


The word “mistletoe” derives from the Anglo-Saxon 
word “mistleltan.” It is a parasitic plant which grows 
on evergreen trees, with small yellowish-green leaves, 
yellowish flowers and waxy white, poisonous berries. 

Under a sprig of mistletoe men are by custom privi- 
leged to kiss any women standing under it. The man 
is supposed to first remove one of the berries and pre- 
sent it to the woman. When all the berries are gone, 
this kissing game is over. It is thought this custom 
comes from an early pagan marriage rite. 

Mistletoe was considered sacred by the Druids in 
ancient Britain and they performed elaborate cere- 
monies around it at the winter solstice. Because of 
these pagan associations, it is seldom used in church 


decorations.

On Christmas Eve, children of 
Greek families go from house to 
house singing carols to the 
accompaniement of tiny clay 
drums and tinkling steel triang- 
les. They.are rewarded with gifts 
of figs, walnuts, almonds and 
sometimes money. 

Afterwards there is a Christ- 
mas Eve service, which begins at 
4 a.m. and ends shortly before 
dawn. The family then begins 
feasting with “Christpsomo,”’ 
(bread of Christ), a simple cake 
studded with nuts, and ‘‘Kour- 
biedes,”’ small cakes dusted with 
powdered sugar. 

The Christmas dinner must 
include ‘“‘cheridon,” roast pig. In 
rural households, these are 
fattened for the feast from 
midsummer on. If a family 
cannot afford to buy a pig, 
usually relatives or neighbors 
provide one. 

There are no Christmas trees 
and no Christmas presents. St. 
Basil’s Day or New Year’s Day is 
the time for exchanging gifts. St. 
Basil, ‘‘Hagios Vasilias,”” one of 
the four fathers of the Orthodox 
church, is the Santa Claus of 
Greek children. 

Blessing of the Waters 
Since Greece has always been 
a maritime nation, it is not 
surprising that the blessing of the 
waters is an impressive part of 
the Christmas celebration. This 
takes place on Epiphany Day. 

At high noon on that day, the 
Archbishop or highest ranking 
priest leads a procession from 
the church to the waterfront., 
Dressed in magnificent vest- 
ments, he holds aloft before him 
a crucifix of gold or ebony with a 
silver image of the Saviour. 
Acolytes and lesser clergy, also 
clad in rich vestments, accom- 
pany him, chanting as they 
march. The congregation follows 
in their wake. 

The procession halts at the 
water’s edge. The Priest intones 
a prayer and then, after tying a 
scarf around the cross, hurls il 
into the water. From the shore 


Iconography 


The ancient Byzantine art of 
iconography is a contemporary 
art, too, and very much a part of 
today. 
So declared John Papaspilio- 
poulos, leading iconographer and 
owner-creator of the Byzantine 
Icons Studio, New York. 
He points out that the turn of 
the century Art Nouveau tech- 
nique, which has influenced 
much contemporary art, is relat- 
ed to Byzantine religious art. A 
non-realistic use of color and 
flattening of perspective are 
typical. 
As an iconographer, Mr. Pap- 
aspiliopoulos leads the develop- 
ment of a ‘‘Byzantine art of the 
20th century.” 
Assisted by the artists of his 
studio, he has decorated some 30 
churches in the United States. In 
his native Greece, he has 
decorated 19 Athens churches. 
_Like Byzantine artists of centu- 
ries past, Mr. Papaspiliopoulos 
works with traditionally authent- 
ic egg tempera. He makes his 
own tempera from egg, vinegar 
and ammonia. To this emulsion, 
coloring agents are added. 

He makes extensive use of gold 
leaf, another traditional element 
in Byzantine art. His work shows 
his own personal touch but 
always follows the pure Byzan- 
tine style.

From Germany came the 
Nativity pageant, ana the trst 
play of this sort in the U.S. was 
performed at the German Cathol- 
ic Church of the Holy Trinity in 
Boston, in 1851. Children dressed 
as Oriental shepherds offered 
gifts to the Christ Child at the 
altar, singing carols at the same 
time. The gifts were later 
distributed to the poor of the 
parish.

According to legend, remnants of the manger at Bethlehem 
were brought to Italy by early Christians. So it is not surprising that 
some 1300 years later, St. Francsis of Assisi should have chosen to 
renew its spirit and meaning in the hermitage of Greccio in the 
Umbrian mountains. 

“TI desire to represent the birth of that Child in Bethlehem in 

such a way that with our bodily eyes we may see all that He 
suffered for lack of the necessities for a new-born babe, and how he 
lay in the manger between the ox and ass.” 
; His friend, Giovanni Vellita, proceeded to carry out these 
instructions, setting up a life-size manger with straw and a live ox 
and ass. Members of the community posed as Mary, Joseph and the 
shepherds and a wax figure of the Christ Child was placed in the 
manger. A great throng assembled to worship at the site on 
Christmas Eve 1223. Many songs and hymns were sung, and so 
impressive and awe-inspiring was the ceremony, that Greccio 
assumed the fame of a second Bethlehem as the news spread far 
and wide. 

Inspired by St. Francis, artisans and craftsmen began to make 
miniature manger scenes for their homes, and the creches spread 
all over Europe. 

Whole families fashioned the little figures from wood or clay 
and created replicas of Bethlehem, as they imagined it would look. 
Often these scenes looked more like their own villages than the 
Holy Land. 

In Naples, these creches developed into a fashionable art 
because of the interest of the Bourbon King Carlo III, who set the 
pace by the elaborate settings of the Nativity scene, which he had 
set up in his castle every Christmas Eve. 

The members of the court took up the hobby of their king and 
soon all the great Neapolitan families were vying with each other 
to produce brilliant and lavish creche displays. They employed the 
talents of the best sculptors and the ladies of the great houses 
frequently made elaborate clothes of velvets and satins for the 
figures. 

The most outstanding of these figures were produced in the 
workshops of Naples during the second half of the 18th century. 


Gifts of 
the Magi... 


“And when they were come 
into the house, they saw the 
young child with Mary his 
mother, and fell down, and 
worshipped him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they 
presented unto him gifts; gold, 
and frankincense, and myrrh.” 
(Matthew 2:11) 

Of these three gifts, only gold is 
still today a familiar and 
precious commodity. However, 
in the time of Christ, both 
frankincense and myrrh were 
equally valuable and well-known 
commodities, used in trade 
between the Middle East and 
Mediterranean countries. 

Gold, because of its rarity and 
beauty has been the world’s. most 
precious metal since its disc6v- 
ery more than 6,000 years ago. 
Then, as now, it served as a 
medium of exchange. and was 
considered a symbol of wealth 
and power. Because gold is soft 
and pliable, it was also used for 
making fine jewelry and arti- 
facts. 

Both frankincense and myrrh 
are gum resins of trees, which 
grow only near the monsoon 
regions of Ethiopia, Somaliland 
and Southern Arabia. 

Frankincense, which comes 
from a tree of the same name 
belonging to the balsam family, 
is an aromatic gum resin and was 
an important ingredient of an 
incense mixture used in Hebrew 
religious rituals. It was also used 
as an air purifier and as a 
remedy for certain physical 
ailments. 

Myrrhisa fragrant, bitter-tast- 
ing gum resin exuded from any of 
several shrubs, which grow in 
the same sections as frankin- 
cense. It was used mainly as a 
base for ancient cosmetics and 
perfumes. It was also used 
medically as a pain killer and in 
mouthwash mixtures. It is used 
in some mouthwashes today. 
Myrrh also was used in many 
religious ceremonies. 

Anyone who is curious about 
these substances may find them 
at The American Museum of 
Natural History in New York 
City. The Museum usually featur- 
es all three treasures as part of 
its December special exhibit.

Christmas Cookery. 

The first Christmas trees, which originated in Germany, were 
decorated with apples, symbolizing Adam’s fall, and round wafers, 
representing the Sacred Host, which signified redemption. 

Later, the apples and wafers were replaced by Christmas 
cookies, which became more and more elaborate through the 
years. 
Fancy Christmas cookies were introduced to America in the 
18th century by the early German settlers, who counted their old 
cookie molds, made of clay, tin or wood, among their most 
treasured heirlooms. 

Industrious Pennsylvania Dutch housewives baked them by the 
washbasketful in such varying shapes as fish, rabbits, men 
smoking pipes, horseback riders, hatchet-bearing Indians, stars, 


dolls, and of course all the characters and animals associated with 
the nativity scene. There were even some reindeer which were over 


a foot long. 


Until the early part of this century, Pennsylvania Dutch 
Christmas trees were decorated almost entirely with these edible 
ornaments and it was part of the celebration to eat from the tree all 
through the Christmas season, so that it was practically bare by 
Twelfth Night. This custom is still followed in Europe. 

Outstanding cookie specimens were proudly displayed and 
used to decorate the windows. Cookies were tucked into Christmas 
baskets for the poor and it was customary to include several dozen 
cookies when returning molds that had been borrowed. 

Many cookies were handed out to the Belsnickles, those 
costumed visitors, like mummers, who went from house to house 
checking up on the children’s behaviour during the year. It is said 
that some of the Belsnickles were so terrifying that children were 
known to confess to hitherto unsuspected misdoings. 


After World War I, as American women began to emerge from 
the kitchen to go out in the business world and follow more modern 
pursuits, the practice of making elaborate cookies and breads 
was largely abandoned. 

However, a few years ago, The Museum of Contemporary 
Crafts in New York City put on an exhibit called “The Baker's 
Art,’ which traveled to many cities throughout the country. This 
apparently helped set off a nationwide revival of interest in 
decorative baking 

Some of the most exciting pieces in this exhibition were 
submitted by Mae Gerhard, a teacher at The Hussian Schol of Art 
in Philadelphia. 

Miss Gerhard, who learned this traditional art from her 
Pennsylvania Dutch mother, created a beautiful gingerbread 
creche of more than two dozen pieces from five to six inches tall, all 
decorated in brilliant Bysantine colors. She has also made large 
and elaborate working puppets based on Christmas subjects, using 
a firmer but inedible dough.

Creative Hobby 


According to John Rieck, a New York interior designer who has 
made a hobby out of creating and decorating miniature Christmas 
trees, this can be an endlessly absorbing and fascinating pursuit. 

Mr. Rieck collects miniature decorations whenever and 
wherever he can find them. Many antique and curio dealers have 
learned of his interest, and notify him immediately when any tiny 
toys or other miniature objects turn up. 

One of the best sources for tiny toys are antique doll houses. 
But other prospects are endless because not all tiny objects are 
necessarily antiques. When he travels, Mr. Rieck often makes 
surprising finds. For instance, he found a shop in San Salvador that 
had hundreds of tiny Mickey Mouses, which are now part of his 
collection. 

Some ornaments are rare and valuable. For example, he 
discovered some Austrian wax figures, Hansels and Gretels, that 
were barely an inch high. 

Among the other miniature objects Mr. Rieck is on the lookout 
for are wax angels, teddy bears, toy dogs, mice, animals of all 
types, shoes, doll furniture, bells, birds, fruit, trains and cars. 

Most of these ornaments are made of wood, wax or porcelain. A 
few are ivory. Birthday cake candles ae cut down to represent tree 
lights, and colored pipe cleaners are twisted to form interesting 
shapes. 

There are also many inexpensive, small ornaments to be found 
in variety stores, which is where Mr. Rieck gets the small, artificial 
Christmas trees. Usually, he enhances them by adding branches 
for greater fullness and to accommodate more ornaments. The 
more ornaments the better, according to Mr. Reick, because people 
get great pleasure, discovering each individual one. 

Some tiny toys are placed under the tree along with match 
boxes and pill boxes, which are done up in gay wrappings to look 
like tiny Christmas presents. 

Several of Mr. Reick’s trees are priceless as their treasured 
Victorian predecessors. Some are kept under glass bell jars. 

His elaborate creations are probably quite beyond most of us. 
However, simpler versions can be done by anyone and children, 
especially. The same type of inexpensive trees can be used and tiny 
illustrations on Christmas cards can be cut out to serve as 
decorations. Stars, angels, toys, Santa Clauses abound on these 
cards, many of which are glittering and colorful indeed. They can 
be mounted on firm cardboard for extra support before cutting 
them out. (Use gift boxes for this.) Hanging loops can be attached 
with a needle and green thread. They should then be filed in their 
proper categories in envelopes or small boxes. This should prove an 
absorbing project for children and result in an interesting and 
inexpensive hobby to enjoy the year-round.

From Italy comes a most poetic addition to Christmas lore. For 
three weeks during the Christmas season, children traditionally go 
from place to place reciting Christmas poems. The expect coins in 
return, to buy holiday goodies.

(The following appeared in the 
December 16th, 1948, issue. It 
was given by Mrs. Clarence 
Chard at a meeting of the River 
Valley Women’s Institute.) 


There is so much at this joyful 
season which radiates the Beauty 
of Christmas that it would be 
difficult to single out any 
particular symbol as the spirit 
of Christmas. 

Christmas! The greatest of all 
birthdays on which we celebrate 
the Birth of our Lord, who was 
born to this world to set us a 
pattern of righteous living, just 
1948 years ago. 

Since that time, many have 
passed along earth’s pathway 
and contributed to the joys if this 
special day, and now in passing 
we, too, are privileged to give our 
contribution to the Beauty of 
Christmas. 

As a rule when relatives or 
dear friends have a birthday, we 
try, if possible, to call or give 
them some pleasure according to 
their wishes. How much more 
should we consider our Blessed 
Lord and to add to the beauty of 
this day, by, if possible, meeting 
Him in His House, that is, by 
attending one of the services at 
one of the various churches, 
which mark in reverend joy His 
Birthday or spend the day as 
would be acceptable in His sight, 
and thus follow Bethlehem’s star 
as it leads the way into the future.

When we close the 
book of complaints against the 
management of the universe and 
do our own individual part 
towards “‘peace on earth, good 
will towards men”’, by rooting out 
any feeling of prejudice and 
enmity in our home or immediate 
district, this will eventually lead 
to more peaceable countries and 
nations. The Prince of Peace will 
bring the peace we need, if we 
want it and help to make it so. 

We should also realize that 
other folk are just as real as we 
are and we must look behind their 
faces to their hearts which often 
are hungry for joy and sympathy. 
By doing this we can keep 
Christmas. 

It is nice to adhere to the 
tradition of Christmas gifts to our 
friends, if given in the spirit of 
unselfishness and love. For 
example, the true story of a small 
boy and the gift of all his toys to 
his less fortunate little friend, 
etc. Generosity applies to 
thoughts as well as deeds so this 
is a time for kindly thoughts and 
action towards the other fellow, 
for the shut-ins, the lonely, the 
people who are growing old, the 
children who prize Christmas 
more than any of us and those 
from other lands who have made 
their homes in our midst and who 
formerly had so little of the good 
things of Christmas. 

So in preparation, let us trim 
our lamps so they will give more 
light and less smoke and let us 
make a grave of ugly thoughts 
and a garden of the kindly 
feelings, with the gate open. 

If we can keep the beauty of 
Christmas for a day, why not 
always? But we can never keep it 
alone. “All who joy would win 
must share it, happiness was 
born a twin.” 

One writer summed “Beauty” 
as The True, The Good and “The 
beautiful” as the gifts of the 
wisemen. 

There is a story by Henry Van 
Dyke called “The Other Wise 
Man.” He was tlie fourth who set 
out with the others and stayed on 
the way to help an incurable, 
being thus detained, he was 
rewarded by the beauty of a 
Heavenly vision. 

Perhaps one of the greatest 
beauties of the season, is to join in 
glorious harmony in the singing 
of the lovely Christmas carols in 


our churches, homes and on the 
radio, all proclaiming the joy of 
the Birth of Christ. 

Personally, I feel that nothing 
expresses Christmastide better 
than the beautiful church bells 
with their impressive music and 
merry peals. 1 remember so 
vividly listening to the church 
bells at Bristol, England, near 
my old home, which is known at 
the “city of churches,” as their 
Sweet music echoed on the still 
night air playing, softly and 
tenderly, “‘Holy Night” and many 
such lovely carols. Then at early 
dawn, bursting into merry peals 
and the joyful hymns of ““O Come 
All Ye Faithful’, “Hark The 
Herald Angels Sing” and “‘Joy To 
The World”, etc. 

Tennyson was surely reminded 
of the bells when he wrote: “The

Nor must we forget the flowers 
of Christmas, the Christmas rose, 
the holly, mistletoe and ever- 
greens and I might mention the 
Holy Thorn at Glastonbury Abb- 
ey, near Bristol, England, which 
comes into bud, leaf and then 
blossom on Christmas Eve. 
There is a legend that Joseph of 
Aramathea left his staff on this 
spot when on his travels and from 
this sprang the Holy Thorn. 

Now we come back to Canada 
and Newfoundland, the small 
tenth province who has linked up 
with us. The custom here at 
Christmas dinner is to always 
toast the three groups of absent 
ones. Those who have left home 
to seek fortune in other lands or 
other provinces (possibly Ontar- 
io, the banner province of 
Canada), and who never return: 
those who spend their Christmas 
at sea, and the 800 from 
Newfoundland who sacrificed 
their lives at the great battle in 
the first World War:

KISSING UNDER MISTLETOE 


The work ‘“‘mistletoe’’ derives 
from the Anglo-Saxon word 
“mistletan.” It is a parasitic 
plant which grows on evergreen 
trees, with small yellowish-green 
leaves, yellowish flowers and 
waxy white, poisonous berries 

Under a sprig of mistletoe men 
are by custom privileged to kiss 
any women standing under it 
The man is supposed to first 
remove one of the berries and 
present it to the woman. When ail 
the berries are gone, this kissing 
game is over. It is thought this 
custom comes from an early 
pagan marriage rite 

Mistletoe was considered sac- 
red by the Druids in ancient 
Britain and they performed 
elaborate ceremonies around it 
at the winter solstice. Because of 
these pagan associations, it Is 
seldom used in Church decora-

to safe enjoyment of your 
favorite tree: 

1. Don’t purchase a tree that 
has dried out. Trees that are 
too dry have brittle branches 
that shed needles easily. Test 
twigs and needles for flexibil- 
ity. 

2. Store tree outdoors, 
preferably under shade, until 
it is to be used. If it must be 
stored indoors, re-cut butt and 
immerse in water. Maintain 
water supply. 

3. When tree is to be erected, 
re-cut butt diagonally. Stand 
tree in water and maintain 
water supply for duration of 
tree’s use. 

A tree handled in this 
manner will achieve a mois- 
ture content equal to, and in 
many cases greater than, its 
moisture content when cut, 
and will stay fresh, green and 
safe through the Christmas 
season. 

TWO IMPORTANT 
LIMITATIONS 


. .The= effectiveness -of butt, 


immersion has two important 
limitations: 

1. A tree whose moisture 
content has dropped to a 
critical point before immer- 
sion will not recover, but will 
continue to dry out, even when 
standing in water. Check tree 
again for flexibility 24 hours 
after erecting. If there is any 
sign of lessened flexibility in 
needles or twigs, the tree 
should be removed. 

2. Even a tree with 100 per 
cent moisture content will not 
withstand a complete ring of 
flames at its base. A quantity 
of highly combustible mater- 
ial, such as tissue-wrapped 
gifts, presents a fire hazard in 
itself from which the tree, and 
many household furnishings,

“THE TWELVE NIGHTS" 
In northern Europe, the Teutons observed the winter solstice 
calling it Yule. As the nights were long, it was referred to as “the 
twelve nights.” 


Who gave Santa his red 
suit, broad girth, white beard, 
ruddy cheeks and nose, fur- 
trimmed hat and coat? 

Surprisingly enough, the 
donor was a political car- 
toonist. 

The artist’s mame was 
Thomas Nast, cartoonist for 
Harper’s Illustrated Weekly, 
who also created the now- 
famous symbols of the Re- 
publican elephant and the 
-Democratic donkey. 

The figure of Santa that 
Nast drew in 1863, and per- 
haps earlier, has proved to be 
the definitive one, and even 
today the figure as drawn by 
Nast appears occasionally on 
Christmas greetings. 

“Nast’s image of Santa was 
extraordinary,” says Mrs. 
Jeannette Lee, director of 
design at Hallmark. 

“He gave Santa many of 
the qualities that have en- 
deared him to children ever 
since, and we wouldn't dream 
of tampering very much with 
them today.” 

Nast first credited Santa 
with keeping books on good 
and bad children, having a 
Christmas toy workshop and 
reading letters sent to him 
by children. 

Perhaps it was the now- 
famous poem, “A Visit from 
St. Nicholas,” by Dr. Clement 
Clarke Moore, that inspired 
Nast’s illustration of Santa. 
In this children’s classic of 
1823, the right jolly old elf, 
who looked like a peddler 
with a pack on his back, was 
first described in print. 

Nast followed Dr. Moore's 
description of Santa in sev- 
eral particulars, but many of 
his concepts were original. 

At the time of Nast’s Santa 
Claus drawings the nation 
was at Civil War, and fam- 
ilies were separated. In a 
note to cheer both soldiers 
and their waiting families 
Nast drew “Santa Claus in 
Camp,” for Harper’s Weekly. 

This earliest Santa was 
different from any artist’s 
creations up till then. He was 
shown wearing stars and 
stripes of the Union and dis- 
tributing gifts to soldiers. 
Actually, this Santa might 
have been meant as a repre- 
sentation of Uncle Sam also. 

A later, equally moving 
Nast illustration featured a 
soldier’s Christmas home- 
coming. 

Born in 1840 in the tiny 
hamlet of Landau, Bavaria, 
Nast probably pictured Santa 
as the long-imagined Saint 
Nicholas of his childhood. 

Albert Bigelow Paine, a 
friend and admirer of Nast,

said the artist often revealed 
to him his love of the Santa 
illustrations. He later wrote 
in his biography of the car- 
toonist: 

“His own childhood in far- 
off Bavaria has been meas- 
ured by the yearly visits of 
_. . St. Nicholas . . . and the 
girlhood of the woman who 
was. to become his wife 
(Sarah Edwards of New York) 
was intimately associated 
with brilliant and joyous 
celebrations. : 

“Nast’s children later re- 
called there was always a 
multitude of paper dolls — 
marvelously big and elabo- 
rate, a race long since be- 
come extinct. 

“And these the artistic 
father — more than half a 
child himself at the Christ- 
mas season — arranged in 
processions and cavalcades, 
gay pageants that marched 
in and about those larger 
presents that could not be 
crowded into the row of 
stockings that hung by the 
family fireplace. 

“Tt was a time of splendor 
and rejoicing — the festive 
blossoming of the winter sea- 
son — and it was a beautiful 
and sturdy family that made 
Merry Christmas riot in the 
spacious New York home.”

That’s how Dickens introduced 
A Tale of Two Cities to his 
readers in 19th Century London. 

A modern observer, looking at 
the London of Charles Dickens’ 
day would find the introduction 
singularly appropriate. 

A black pall hung over the city 
almost continuously at times. 
Soft coal, low chimney stacks, 
and inefficient room heating by 
fireplace all contributed to the 
soot and sulphur-laden state of 
the air. 

Businesses, shops and factories 
mixed with housing without 
planning and with little or no 
regard to efficient use of fuel for 
heating and production. It was a 
new age—a steam age—and the 
industrial revolution was in full 
flight. 

Sanitation and waste disposal 
were primitive—little changed 
from the days when the Romans 
ruled the island. 

In the mines and the factories, 
men, women and children died 
from overwork and from diseases 
peculiar to their livelihood—kill- 
ed by the poisons that soaked 
through their skins or the fumes 
that choked their lungs. 

But change was already in the 
wind. Writers like Dickens, 
statesmen and conscientious, 
humane people were pressing for 
social improvement. And there

Keep that tree butt immersed 
in water....check those strings 
of lights for frayed insulation 
and possible short circuits...... 
clear away discarded gift 
wrappings promptly....and 
don’t smoke near the tree. 

Have yourself a Merry 
Little Christmas....but keep it 
safe from the fire dangers of 
the season....keep the tree 
fresh and green by standing it 
in water throughout its stay 
indoors. Keep cigarettes and 
matches at a safe distance. 
Switch the tree lights off at 
bedtime and before leaving 
home....and never decorate a 
tree with candles. 

It always happens in De- 
cember....Christmas trees...... 
decorations....gift wrappings.. 
they all add up to greater 
home fire danger. This is the 
time to take the utmost care to 
make sure that holiday fun 
will not turn into family 
tragedy. Watch small children 
more carefully at this season 
than at any other time....and 


never, never leave them 
unattended.

Christmas....to you....and 
keep this Christmas safe from 
fire. Take special care with 
the tree....stand it in water..... 
clear discarded wrappings 
away from the tree....keep 
cigarettes and matches at a 
safe distance....and never 
leave small children unattend- 
ed....even for a minute. 


Buy the freshest, greenest 
Christmas tree you can obtain 
and store it outdoors or in an 
unheated garage until you are 
ready to decorate it. Then cut 
one or two inches diagonally 
from the butt before setting it 
up indoors in water. Replenish 
water regularly. Remember 
that if a tree has dried out 
beyond its moisture recovery 
limit, it will continue to dry 
out, even when standing in 
water 


Even at maximum moisture 
content, a tree will burn if 


flame is applied all around the 
base. Keep discarded gift 
wrappings away from the 


base of the tree, and make the 


Christmas tree area a no- 
smoking zone. 


Use only non-flammable 
ornaments and trim on the 
tree. Do not decorate metallic 
artificial trees with strings of 
electric lights, but illuminate 
by floodlight if desired. Some 
plastic trees, made from 
styrene materials are flam- 
mable and may burn violent- 
ly. Never use candles to 
decorate any tree. 


Never leave small children 
alone at Christmas (or at any 
other time). The employment 
of a reliable babysitter is the 
best assurance of freedom 
from worry if you plan to get 


together with friends, in your 


home or theirs. 


Set up Christmas trees 
indoors just before Christmas, 
and remove them as soon as 
possible after Christmas. 
Keep trees away from heat 
sources, and do not allow them 
to block exits. 


If fire should strike, first get 
everyone out of the house, 
then sound-the alarm and call 
the fire department before 
attempting to fight the fire 
yourself. Your first rule in the 
event of the fire is Get Out 
Safely.

While there is some curtail- 
ment as to the amount of 
outside Christmas lighting 
displays this season because 
of the energy crunch, Ontario 
Hydro’s electrical inspection 
department issues its annual 
warning to check closely all 
such lights and to keep a 
sharp lookout for electrical 
appliances available as gifts. 

“There is no question that 
the market is flooded this 
year, as is usual at Christmas 
with shoddy, sub-standard and 
potentially dangerous lights 
and other appliances,’ a 

Hydro spokesman warned. 

He said these appliances 
are sold as ‘‘bargains’’ 
throughout the year, but are 
specially noticeable in the 
period before the annual 
buying spree. 

One of the most common 
complaints has to do with 
“mini’’ hair dryers. Some of 
these are sub-standard and 
definitely dangerous. A quick 
check can tell whether they 
carry the CSA label, indicat- 
ing the appliance has the 
approval of the Canadian 
Standards Association. Many 
don’t. 

“Some of these have turned 
up at Christmas parties for 
children where the favors and 
prizes are all handled by an 
entrepeneur who caters the 
whole party. We had a recent 
case where one of these 
faulty dryers caused burns to 
the hands of one of the 
children.”” 

Another offender this year is 
the off-shore manufacturer 
who sold thousands of “‘top of 
the tree”’ light clusters across 
Canada. The tiny plug-in 
lights are unsafe and could 
easily cause shocks or tree 
fires. Some bear the CSA label 
without having been approved 
by the standards association. 

Since Ontario Hydro electri- 
cal inspectors have the autho- 
rity to order withdrawal or to 
lay charges a number of 
suppliers are being prosecut- 
ed in court this week, the 
spokesman said. He said,
